Tinfoil Very Handy in 
Restoring Burned Fuse 


A burned out fuse in one’s ca* in 
the country is very inconvenient lf 
there are no spares with which to re­ 
place it, but lf the motorist will carry 
u little tinfoil In his box of odds and 
ends he can muke a serviceable tem­ 
porary repair In a minute. 
As a mat­ 
ter of fact, anyone who smokes cigar­ 
ettes or chews gum or eats candy on 
tim road usually has some tinfoil on 
fits person, and so It Is not necessary 
to make a special point of including 
It with the tools. 
To rehabilitate the 
burned fuse It is wrapped with one or 
two layers of the foil and reinserted In 
the fuse box. 
Pare should be taken 
not to w'rap the fuse too heavily, as lf 
this Is done damage Is liable to result 
to the wiring lf it Is suddenly stressed 
with an overload.
